He 
caused it to be understood that if the Com- 
missioners would resign, he would sign the 
bill.

State House, and neither salary nor per- 
quisites for him, the would-be Commission- 
er.

EDITORIAL VISITS. 


MARYSVILLE. 


Our visit this year by Marysville, Oro- 
ville, and Chico, up the Sacrameto to Red 
Bluffs, was a little too early for us to speak 
of the rich religious work in the first place, 
in connection with the evangelizing labors 
of the Rev. Mr. Earle. Could we have 
been later, we should have chosen to fill a 
column with the account of that work. As 
it was, the churches in Marysville had been 
earnest in effort and in prayer—bolding 
continuous meetings every noon and even- 
ing for seven weeks, in view of the neces- 
sity of the blessing of God upon them, and 
in the belief that that blessing would be 
granted when Mr. Earle should come. 

We attended those meetings while there, 
and were witness to the spirit of supplica- 
tion at the throne of grace which seemed 
as if they could not be denied. | 

The blessing did come, and Marysville 
partook largely of the converting grace of 
God in all her churches. 

Marysville has always, we believe, been 
characterized by a large church-going com- 
munity, though the numbers in the churches 
have been comparatively small. From this 
time onward we could hope that while its 
congregations may be yet much larger, its 
Christian, consistent, professing members 
of churches may be largely in the majority. 
Rev. Mr. Macomber has been acting as 
the pastor of the Presbyterian church for 
nearly two years, and it is his Joy to see so 
many finally coming out on the side of 
Christ. 

We can not give specific numbers, though 
we observe that the Marysville Appeal says 
that it is believed that two hundred have 
expressed hope of salvation in the different 
churches. These are Presbyterian, Bap- 
tists, Methodists, African, and Episcopal. 
These all, excepting the Episcopal, united 
with the efforts of Mr. Earle. 


OROVILLE

Here are settled a good number of fam- 
ilies, with one good public school, in the 
house of which, until its accidental burn- 
ing, they had often held religious worship, 
which was well attended. 

The Welsh here have a small house of 
worship of their own. |

CHICO. 


Twenty-four miles north of Oroville is 
one of the present pleasant, and prospect- 


to Valley, called Chico. Its position is ro- 
mantic and comparatively healthy, where 
one of the great roads turns east from Cal- 
ifornia to Oregon, Idaho, and Nevada min- 
ing regions. 

Here for about three years Dr. Wood- 
man bas been residing, engaged both in the 
preaching of the Gospel and in rearing up 
an efficient academy of learning for this 
large section of the State. Two buildings 
have been put up for this purpose, well de- 
signed for the object, and the prospects of 


Such an enterprise is worth more to a place 
than forty theatres, and should be earnestly 
seconded by every good man. Bad men 
are poor trash anywhere, but how some- 
times, like plague spots, they will stick to a 
good cause to suck the life out of it. 

This place bas a large Young Men’s 


interesting basis. The organization recog- 
nizes three classes of members, who, we be- 
lieve, have the same privileges”in the So- 
ciety. The first includes all who abstain 
from all commonly called vices—as profane 
swearing and the use of any intoxicating 
liquors, etc. The second not only pledges 
them to the first, but also to abstain from 
the use of tobacco. The third also forbids 
all dealing in or manufacturing of anything 
which intoxicates. This organization has 
taken in nearly all classes of men in the 
place, and has done much to reform and en- 
noble society there. 

Besides this the large hall of Mr. George 
Wood is opened once a week to a debating 
society, which holds public discussions on 
such subjects as are chosen by the mem- 
bers. The evening we were there we 
counted about one hundred and thirty per- 
sons present to listen to the discussion. It 
seemed to be one of the most pleasing and 
profitable gatherings, not strictly religious, 
we have witnessed in the State. 

Besides the Brown Chapel—named from 
its color—connected with the academy, in 
which there is preaching by Rev. Mr. Wood- 
man, there is a small building put up as a 
temporary place of worship by the Method- 
ists, and also quite a fair framed church 
being built by the Methodists South. 

. These last do not now like to be called 
Methodists South, having changed their Je- 
gal title; yet this seems to be their proper 
distinguishing appellation. | 

We should also add that this place has 
honored itself with a fine two story brick 
public school house, in which a good school 
of two grades is taught. 


RED BLUFFS. 


Twenty-eight miles further north is the 
old and pleasant town of Red Bluff, beau- 
tifully located at the head of navigation on 
the Sacramento River. It has not much 
changed in appearance during the year, 
yet its moral aspect has very much. | 

Temperance seems almost to have swept 
the place, so that where, two years ago, 
there were twenty-two places where liquors 
were sold, we now were told only seven are 
known, and those seem struck with the rot 
and are drying up. The Good Templars 
had taken in one hundred and seventy-two, 
while eight more joined the evening we 
were in the place, and some seem to unite 
every meeting. This is a very hopeful 
feature for Red Bluff. 

The one church in the town—the Pres- 
byterian—is well attended each Sabbath 
by a large and intelligent congregation, who 
fully appreciate the able sermons of Rev. 
Mr. Hurd. 

If the health of Mr. Hurd’s family would 
admit of his remaining as pastor here, we 
know of no country parish before which 
there would seem opened a more hopeful 
and pleasant prospect of uniform prosperity.

We do not wish 
to be understood as saying there are no 
Christian families here, and that there are 
no amiable Christians among us. Bui real 
live, earnest Christian church members and 
families we must confess are not as plenty 
as we could wish. There is a great work 
to do—I speak from a Christian stand- 
point—a work for temperance, honesty, 
goodness, and truth—a work for the Sab- 
bath, for the Bible, and for Christ—a work 
that must be done, and we want help. 
Scarce anything would add as much to 
our efficiency as the advent of a good Christ- 
ian family. The head of the family we 
wish to be a kind husband and father, an 
obliging neighbor, and, together with the 
wife, conducting the affairs of the household 
with intelligence and order. 7 
We wish him to observe punctually the 


good old custom of family worship—to be. 


a man of reading and intelligence—well 
posted in the great benevolent and mission- 
ary enterprises of the day; and would ex- 
pect him to be generally: familiar with the 
contents of Tue Paciric, the Independent, 
the Home Missionary, and the Missionary 
Herald. 

The wife should be a Christian lady in 
every sense of the term. She should pos- 
sess intelligence, refinement, energy, and a 
great amount of patience. She must be a 
model housekeeper—tidy, tasteful, and eco-

Schuyler Colfax. 


A deep-toned voice, stern, yet pleasant, 
with hurried, sharp articulation and nervous 
tones, indicating prompt decision and quick 
tact, is heard anon during the whole of the 
proceedings, and it comes from the broad 
chest of the Speaker, Schuyler Colfax, of 
Indiana. He isa man who disappoints you 
at first sight, as he seems lacking in age, 
though satisfactorily dignified for bis years. 
A moment’s observation of him dissipates 
this disappointment, as his wonderfully en- 
ergetic and truly sudden decisions of parli- 
amentary questions, mark him distinctly as 
the “ right man in the right place.” He is 
instinctively a parliamentarian, with strange 
ability at prompt application of his instincts. 
He is a plain, practical man, whose appear- 
ance is solid, and seems to invite confidence 
even from strangers. He has a large fore- 
head, rounded at the temples, with great 
depth back from the eyes and immense per- 
ceptive bumps protruding above his eye- 
brows. His hair is brown, brushed forward 
a little below the parting on the left side, 
with two or three heavy locks hanging care- 
lessly down over his forehead. His eye- 
brows are very light in color and not very 
heavy. They overshadow a pair of deep- 
set, very low, bluish-gray eyes, which spark- 
le with intelligence, good fellowship and 
shrewd perception of character. His nose 
is Reman, with compressed nostrils, which 
form wrinkles in his cheeks, running away 
from them toward the back part of the square 
jaw, and making his cheek bones rather too 
prominent. Under his eyes there are semi- 
circles or wrinkles of heavy flesh, showing 
constant use of these organs in reading or 
writing, with the aid of artificial light. His 
whiskers are cut so as to form a complete 
covering from the tips of his ears to his chin, 
and add to the natural extraordinary square- 
ness of his jaw, which is pot unlike Grant’s 
in general appearance. His dress is unex- 
ceptionably American, consisting of a black 
broadcloth frock coat, and complete suit to 
match.

| prayer for 1866, when, though all seemed 


at the lowest ebb, the truth sank into one 


man’s heart, who has since become more 


and more active, till the church and com- 


munity have at last been affected. How 


true, that prayer is the great power for re- 
igious good ! 

The Waialua Female Seminary, on this 
island of Oahu, under the superintendence 
of Rev. O. H. Gulick and his wife with 
Miss E. W. Lyons, has also been made to 
rejoice in a precious manifestation of divine 
power. There are 57 Hawaiian girls con- 
nected with the institution, all over eleven, 
and the most of them over twelve years of 
age. Fifteen of them were previously pro- 
fessing Christians, and now all but two or 
three have been under conviction of sin, and 
the! most of them think they have given 
their hearts to the Lord. At many of the 
otherwise unoccupied intervals of the day 
may the sound of low-voiced prayer be heard 
in various parts of the building. The pres- 
ence of visitors even, can not detain the 
girls from their self appointed times of pray- 
ing in companies of fifteen or twenty, in the 
several small apartments of the building. 


The hearts of the teachers, and of all, are 


overflowed with joy. Without such a work 
of the Spirit we are conscious our educa- 
tional efforts will come far short of what we 
need. 

The Ecclesiastical Association of the 
island of Oahu, met in Honolulu on the 7th 


of this month. Each of the Hawaiian 
churches was represented by its pastor and 
‘a lay delegate. There are four ordained 
native pastors on this island and five licensed 
preachers, while there are only three foreign 
pastors of native churches. The Hawaiian 
element therefore preponderates in this, as 
in all our ecclesiastical associations}through- 
out the group. This produces only good. 
These native brethren are as a class, wor- 
thy men, with whom it does one’s heart 
good tobe associated. Several of them are 
men of considerable intellectual power. It 
is interesting to note their growth in grace 
and efficiency, as responsibility is thrown 
upon them. Some of the most effective 
and popular preachers on these islands now, 
are [lawaiians. 


The Oahu Association among other very 


interesting measures, gave a license to a 
converted Portuguese, who has for many 
months been laboring with much acceptance 
in this city, both among his own country- 
men and among Hawaiians. He will be as- 
sisted in going more among the Portuguese 
and other Roman Catholics on these islands. 
On Oahu alone, there are perhaps nearly 
400 resident Portuguese, which shows we 
must increase our efforts to reach this class 
from foreign lands who have so much in- 
fluence among our native population. 


Our sympathies are being much excited 


toward the two or three thousand Chinese 
scattered through these islands. One was 
recently hung for murdering his white mas- 
ter, but before his death he seemed to give 
evidence of having received the truth as it 
is in Jesus. In connection with his case, 
another Chinaman long resident here and 
convinced of the truth of Christianity, was 
more publicly brought out. We are en- 
deavoring to find ways of reaching these 
interesting pagans. Weare much indebted 
to the Christian Chinese of San Francisco 
for sending at their own expense, a box of 
Chinese books for distribution, through the 
Rev. Mr. Vrooman. :

NEWS SUMMARY, 


CITY ITEMS. 


MerRcanTILE Lisprary Association. — We 
have received a copy of the “ Fourteenth Annual 
Report” of the President, Treasurer and Librarian 

_ of this important association. Its finances are in. 
a healthy condition, the receipts of the year—from 
Life Memberships, Assessments, Initiation Fees, 
&c.—amounting to $34,197.52. 

The Board of Trustees have negotiated a loan 
of $100,000 on favorable terms, to be advanced as 
required, and learing interest as drawn. This, 
with the ordinary receipts, will be ample for the 
completion of the new building. 

The income from the.rent of stores, it is calcu- 
lated, will pay interest on the debt, and afford a 
balance of $600 or more per month, asa sinking 
fund, which with hfe memberships and donations, 
will provide for the seasonable extinction of the 
mortgage debt. 

The new Library building will have a frontage 
on the north side of Bush street of sixty-eight feet 
nine inches, with a depth of one hundred and 
thirty seven feet six inches. It will be three stories 
in height, with basement and attic. 

* The Library will extend the full length of the 
front of the building; be fifty-two by sixty-four 
feet, and twenty fect in clear height. The Chess 
Room, placed immediately over the Library, will 


be of the same size, and nineteen feet high. The 
entrance hall will be twenty-six by fifty feet, and 


nineteen feet high. The Lecture Room will be 
fifty eight by seventy-four feet, and twenty-four 
feet high. The staircases throughout will be broad 
and easy of ascent, and with frequent landings. 
They are arranged nearly in the center of the 
building, and will be lighted by a ceiling light 
twenty by forty-five feet. The interior finish will 
be of white cedar, kiln-dried and varnished ; and 
the doors, stair-finish and book-cases of black 
walnut. | 

The style of the facade will be modern Italian. 
It will attain a height of sixty-five feet to the top 
of the main cornice, and will be crowned by a 
Mansard roof and iron cresting. 

Total number of volumes in the Library, 21,557, 
showing an increase of 1,864 volumes during the 
year. The number of magazines, periodicals and 
papers received is 253.

My Tea Biscuits. 


I have for biscuit and various kinds of 
cake baking, twelve tin cups, bottomless and 
made so flaring that the top is just one-quar- 
ter larger than the bottom, the latter being 
two inches in diameter, and the depth of the 
cups two anda half. These cups are sol- 
dered in three rows, as close together as the 
tops will permit, to a sheet of tin, thus ma- 
king three rows of four cups each. With 

care, these will last a long time, and are far 


more convenient and less trouble than using | 


separate cups. My battery of cake cups 
cost me fifty cents, and have done service 
going on five years. 

For our favorite tea biscuit, I use the best 
flour to be had—for the dozen, o1.¢ pound. 
Into this I put a dessert spoonful of salt, 
three tablespoonful of Morris’ Azumea— 
but as that is not to be had by all house- 
wives, two teaspoonful of cream tartar, or 
one of pare, refined saleratus will do near- 
ly as well. Then work thoroughly into the 
ftour with the hand, two ounces of either 
butter or nice, clean, fat drippings. It is 


- vulgar, I know, using lard or fried meat fat, 


for tea cakes or biscuits; but I know it is 
better and cheaper than butter, and it al- 
ways shortens my cakes. “ Wet up” with 
sour milk a little warmed, and knead intoa 
pretty stiff dough. Roll about three-quar- 
_ ters of ‘an inch thick, cut out with something 
that will fit the size of the cups, place them 
separately in the cells, and bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven about twenty-five minutes, 
or until the upper surface is a light, pretty 
brown. 
About three eggs beaten to a froth, and 
added to the material, adds essentially to 
the quality of the biscuit. I generally use 


- them, but when hens decline to lay at low- 


er rates than fifty cents per dozen, the eggs 


are omitted, and our tea biscuits pass out 


of sight very cleverly without them.—Mad- 
eline, in Am. Farmer.

Wesave 
every mite of our suds and dish water for 
the garden and truck patch, splasbin’ it over 
the ground ’bout once a week all winter. 
It’s good for gooseberries and currants, and 
kills a powerful lot of bugs, and beetles, 
and pesky worms, and fattens the ground 
more’n a hundred dollars’ worth besides. 
That’s what soap suds is good for.”—Sat. 
Evening Post.
